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Narrative Description

The Broad Street — Church Street Historic District is composed of 370 buildings and one site,
which lie roughly east of High School Street, west of Pine Avenue along Church Street, west of
Sumrall Avenue along Broad Street, north of Broad Street, and south of Church Street in
Columbia, Marion County, Mississippi. The district includes mostly residential structures with a
few scattered religious buildings, two historic schools, a few historic commercial buildings, a
waterworks building, a city park, and some newer commercial development along Broad Street.
The character of the district is that of a residential area that grew out from the commercial
downtown area as the population of Columbia grew from the increasing prominence of the lumber
industry, manufacturing, and the rail line. The district area includes an interesting mix of houses
of different sizes, styles, and prominence.

In Columbia there was only one logical direction of growth for the city as the population
increased. The Pearl River and the railroad had a large part to play in the early development and
the lumber mill and industry in the later development. The Pearl River is located just west of the
downtown commercial area and was once used for transportation of goods to Columbia. Once
the railroad came in 1899 the river was no longer the primary transportation route. The railroad
tracks were built parallel to Main Street and curved around the courthouse square with a small
spur just south of Broad Street. The railroad enabled the timber industry to grow in the early
twentieth century and lumber mills sprang up along the railroad tracks. Thus the only logical
pattern of residential growth for Columbia was east of Main Street and the commercial core of
Columbia. A majority of the streets existing today east of Main Street show up on the 1915
Sanborn map of Columbia however it seems that the southern portion of these streets developed
first as the Sanborn coverage of residential buildings starts there and expands east and north with
later maps.

The composition of the Broad Street - Church Street Historic District is that of a typical north-
south, east-west street grid pattern of land subdivided for residential building in the early 1900s.
The eastern boundary of the district along Church Street is one lot before the intersection with
Pine Street and on Broad Street it is at the intersection of Sumrall Road and the boundary of the
Keys Hill National Register district. Eleven streets in the district run in a north-south direction and
include from west to east: High School Street, Jackson Street, Oak Avenue, West Avenue, East
Avenue, Park Avenue, Alberta Avenue, Branton Avenue, Chapman Street, and White Street. The
western boundary of the district is High School Street from Broad Street to Church Street and
along Church Street one lot east of the Downtown Columbia National Register district. Five
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streets run in the east-west direction and intersect with the north-south streets. The southern
boundary of the district is Broad Street and the northern boundary is Church Street with Mary
Street, Ferrill Street, Porter Street, Mayfield Street, and Mobley Street, between them. The east-
west streets are only one to two blocks long in the district. Church and Broad Streets are the
major streets in the district and really give definition to the district boundary. All of the
boundaries include both sides of the streets.

The grid pattern to the streets in the district is not regular and there does not seem to be a
common pattern to the size of the blocks. For the most part the lots closer to the western
boundary, or the commercial downtown area, are larger and they get progressively smaller toward
the eastern boundary, although there are few exceptions here and there. Most of the lots on a
single block are fairly close in width size giving a very regular pattern to the houses. The
streetscape is also enhanced by very similar setbacks within the blocks. In fact there are only a
very few examples of structures that sit much farther back than their neighbors. Some of the
blocks have large scale development including those with churches and the two schools. Those
developments are spread throughout the district. The topography of the district is relatively flat.
Most of the lots in the district have a degree of casual landscaping and there are numerous old
growth trees throughout the district.

Commercial development in the district has mostly taken place along Broad Street which
according to Sanborn maps was residential in nature up until at least 1946, the date of the last
map for Columbia. Now the street is a mix of residential, commercial, and offices. Since Main
Street turns into Broad Street which then runs out to a state highway it is no surprise that the
residential buildings gave way to commercial development as the population grew and additional
commercial and professional space was needed. The 300 block of Church Street closest to the
downtown also has historic houses; however they have been converted to office and retail space
with one converted to a restaurant.

There are two important religious structures in the district built during the period of significance.
One is the First United Methodist Church located at 411 Church Street built in 1914 (#106) in the
Gothic Revival style and the Columbia Presbyterian Church at 500 Church Street built 1958
(#116) in the Tudor Revival Style. Another significant, albeit much smaller frame church, in the
district that is now used for commercial purposes. The church was formerly the Holy Trinity
Catholic Church at 705 Church Street (#135) and was built circa 1910.
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There are two historic schools remaining in the district. One is the Columbia Elementary School
at 401 Mary Street (#228). It is located at the corner of High School and Mary Streets on the site
of the former Columbia High School which was built in 1908 and burned in 1956. In 1938 the
High School was converted into the Elementary School when the new High School opened. The
current Columbia Elementary School is one-story and modern in design constructed in 1957. The
other historic school is the Columbia High School which was built to replace the 1908 High
School between 1937 and 1938. The new High School was built further east from the old
location on a much larger piece of land at 1009 Broad Street (#76).

Across from the Columbia High School on Broad Street is the Columbia City Park (#206a).
According to Sanborn Fire Insurance maps the land the park is on has been an open space since
1925, although the area is at the edge of the map so not much of it shows. On the 1915 Sanborn
map that area of Columbia does not show at all. On 1931 — 1946 map that area is labeled ‘Park’
on the index sheet. The park contains paths, benches, picnic tables, a small brook with wood
bridges, a modern two-story wood timber pavilion, and a recently built restroom building. Behind
the Park and separated by a road at the edge of the Park is the Columbia Waterworks building
(#288) which was constructed between 1947 and 1949.

There are a few non-residential buildings in the district that have had interesting prior uses. The
building at 335 Second Street (#296), built circa 1930, was listed as a telephone exchange on the
1931, and 1931 — 1946 Sanborn maps. It has recently suffered an interior fire and it appears that
it was used as an office before the fire. The building next to 335 Second Street at 337-339
Second Street (#297) was built around the same time and was listed as a rooming house on the
1931 Sanborn map and on the 1931 — 1946 Sanborn map was listed as a hospital and shows an
addition to the east. It is now retail space. The building at 518 High School Street (#219) built
circa 1940 was used as the Coca-Cola bottling plant in Columbia and still retains the cast stone
Coca-Cola sign on the front of the building. It is now used as office space.

There is one property in the Broad Street - Church Street Historic District that has been
previously listed on the National Register. The Lampton/Thompson/Bourne House at 423
Church Street (#109a — 109d) was listed on the National Register in 1998. In addition to the
house there are three surviving contributing outbuildings on the property listed in the nomination.

The majority of the contributing resources in the district are representative of residential
development typical in Mississippi for the time. They vary in size, style, and construction dates
from large two-story homes, to more modest one-story homes, to small cottages, and even
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duplexes and one apartment building. There is one area of the district that has larger more
architecturally impressive homes along the 400 block of Church Street. There are other
impressive and architecturally significant homes spread throughout the district but not in the
concentration of the 400 block of Church Street. The 500 to 700 blocks of Church Street have a
good collection of more modest homes that retain a good deal of integrity. Towards the eastern
edge of the district, and farthest away from the commercial downtown area of Columbia, the
houses are not as old; however they are still significant as there are over fifty years old and retain
architectural integrity from their original construction. Major architectural styles represented in
Columbia are those of the late nineteenth to mid-twentieth century and include: Queen Anne,
Free Classic Queen Anne, Colonial Revival, Tudor Revival, Spanish Revival, Craftsman, Art
Moderne, Minimal Traditional, and Ranch.

The oldest house in the district, built circa 1885, is located at 1021 Church Street (#177a) which
is a good distance from the downtown area of Columbia. It was originally two rooms with a
center hall and was expanded in 1919." There does not seem to have been much additional early
development in that area suggesting that it was a very rural portion of the town at the time. The
majority of residential development in the district began closest to Main Street and the
commercial center of Columbia along Broad and Church Streets and expanded east as additional
land was subdivided for residential development. The early homes being built close to town
favored the Queen Anne and Free Classic Queen Anne style. This is very logical since the
railroad came to town in 1899 allowing for the delivery of the mass produced architectural
features that are a staple of the Queen Anne style of architecture fashionable at the time. These
architectural features were available due to production techniques of the “Industrial Age” that
produced standardized house parts such as machine-planed siding, structural lumber, and
decorative details such as turned columns, balustrades, frieze work, and decorative trim. Church
Street has several one-story examples of houses in the Queen Anne style including 345 (#105),
432 (#114a), 515 (#122) and 606 (#126a) all built around 1905. Other Queen Anne style houses
include 507 Broad Street (#43), 515 Broad Street (#44a), 614 Broad Street (#51), and 616 High
School Street (#221). Also popular in Columbia was the Free Classic Queen Anne style
featuring houses with Queen Anne massing and Colonial Reveal details especially the use of
classical order columns. Again there are significant examples on Church Street at 418 (#107),
423 (#109a), 431 (#113a), 701 (132), and twin houses at 711(#140) and 713 (#142). These were
all built circa 1905 to 1909. There also is a very significant Free Classic Queen Anne Style
house on Broad Street at 403 (#22a) built circa 1895 that retains a great deal of integrity.

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As styles transitioned from Queen Anne to Colonial Revival there were several houses built in
the new style although not as many as the Queen Anne or Free Classic Queen Anne styles. The
house at 329 Church Street (#102) is a significant two-story example and there is another
significant one-story example at 1314 Church Street (#205). Other examples of the Colonial
Revival style include 610 Branton Avenue (#16) and a later two-story apartment building at 720
Broad Street (#62).

The Craftsman style became very popular in Columbia most likely due to the availability of
materials via the railroad and a move to a simpler, more restrained style from the previous highly
decorative Queen Anne homes and the classical Colonial Revival homes. The Craftsman homes
constructed in the district were much more modest than previous homes with simplified massing,
low-pitched roofs with open eaves and exposed rafters, decorative knee braces in gable ends,
gable-front or other porches including matching porte cocheres, low porch walls, and masonry
piers with simple wood boxed columns. They were scattered throughout the district although
there are more farther east in the district. There are several outstanding examples in the district
of the Craftsman style including 407 Broad Street (#24), 414 Broad Street (#28), 428 Church
Street (#111a), and 430 Church Street (#112a). Other good examples of the style include 421
Broad Street (#30a), 613 Broad Street (#50), 601 Church Street (#124), 610 Church Street
(#129), 709 Church Street (#138), 904 Church Street (#160), 609 East Avenue (#207), 705 High
School Street (#222a), 1115 Mayfield Street (#246a), 615 Oak Avenue (#266a), and 911 Porter
Street (#293).

Interestingly there was one Spanish Colonial Revival House built in the district circa 1924 at 421
Mary Street (#233).

The Tudor Revival style was also used in Columbia; however it was not as popular as previous
styles as there are only a few examples built in the district. There are brick sided examples at
1005 Broad Street (#74) and 614 West Avenue (#301a), a wood sided example at 711 Broad
Street (#60), and a stone and brick example at 1114 Church Street (#186a).

There are two outstanding examples of the Art Moderne style in the district. One is the
Columbia High School at 1009 Broad Street (#76) built 1937 — 1938 and the other is the
Columbia Waterworks building at 902 Park Street (#288) built 1947 — 1948. Both have strong
horizontal lines and were constructed of reinforced concrete. The High School was designed by
the prolific Mississippi firm of Overstreet and Town Architects and is probably the best example
of a school in that style in the state.
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Just before World War II a new style called Minimal Traditional emerged combining elements of
earlier styles. The new houses also started to incorporate garages as part of the structure instead
of relegating them to outbuildings or using a porte cochere for vehicles. The new Minimal
Traditional style favored smaller type cottages embellished with Colonial Revival details, and
used simple side gable, cross gable or hip roofs. Also incorporated were multi-paned windows
with applied shutters. A number of these houses were constructed in the district, mostly at the
eastern end. Good examples include 612 Alberta Avenue (#2), 613 Alberta Avenue (#3), 913
Broad Street (#71), 1211 Church Street (#193a), 613 Oak Avenue (#264a), 611 Park Avenue
(#275), and 698 White Street (#312).

The boom of housing construction after World War II used the Minimal Traditional style but also
started using the Ranch style featuring more streamlined and horizontally massed houses with
less classical detail. Again the majority of the Ranch Houses were built at the eastern end of the
district. Good examples of the style include 701 Alberta Avenue (#6), 1003 Broad Street (#73),
603 Chapman Avenue (#92), 1214 Church Street (#196), 1217 Church Street (#198), 423 Mary
Street (#235), and 612 Park Avenue (#276).

Throughout the district some of the houses have been sided in vinyl or aluminum siding and
some of the original windows have been replaced with new modern windows mostly of metal.
Several residential structures with front porches have been modified with new columns and
removal of decorative features. The vast majority of the non-contributing elements in the district
have either been constructed after the period of significance or built during the period of
significance and have been heavily altered and no longer retain their historic integrity.

Alberta Avenue

1. C 611 Alberta Avenue  c. 1940 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on brick pier
foundation with brick infill. Front gable has an extended slope over entry door and triangular wood
louvered vent in the gable. Fagade is three-bays (W-paired, W-tripled, D) with horizontal wood Dutch
lap siding with corner boards. Windows are 6/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters.
The door is wood with four raised panels and a four light fanlight. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter
tips. There is a carport addition to the rear of the house.

2. C 612 Alberta Avenue  c. 1940 Minimal Traditional

One-story, wood frame Minimal Traditional with cross gable roof of composition shingles on a brick
foundation. Front gable with gable returns, rectangular wood louvered vent and entry door. The
concrete stoop and steps have decorative metal railings. Fagade is four-bay (W-paired, D, W, W-paired)
with horizontal wood lap siding with corner boards. Windows are 6/1 wood double hung sash with
applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood with six recessed panels and a simplified pedimented
surround. The eaves are boxed. There is a screened porch addition to the right.

3. C 613 Alberta Avenue  c. 1945 Minimal Traditional

One-story, wood frame Minimal Traditional with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Front facing gable has gable returns, octagonal louvered vent, and a recessed entry for the
front door with a concrete porch deck with brick steps. Fagade is four-bay (W, D, W-paired, W-paired)
with vinyl siding. The windows are 8/8 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters to the left
of the door, 6/6 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters to the right of the door, and twelve
light casements with applied louvered shutters to the right of that. Exterior side brick chimney. The
eaves are boxed. Large carport addition to the side and rear supported on round metal columns.
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4 NC 614 Alberta Avenue c. 1940

Heavily modified, one-story, wood frame residence with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
brick foundation. There is a broken slope roof on the front over the full width front porch which is
supported by replacement round fluted columns with simplified capitals and base. Fagade is three-bay
(W, D, W) with vinyl siding. Windows are 9/6 modern metal frame single hung sash with applied
louvered shutters. The front door is wood with six recessed panels with broken pediment surround.
Brick steps to the front door. Large sloped roof carport addition to the side supported by decorative
metal posts.

Sa. C 615 Alberta Avenue c. 1945 Minimal Traditional

One-story, wood frame Minimal Traditional with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Recessed entry porch under the side gable supported by wood posts with lattice frieze and
lattice balustrade, porch floor is wood with brick steps. The front gable has a triangular wood louvered
vent in the gable and a chamfered bay with hip roof. Fagade is three-bay (W, Bay, W) with wood shake
siding with corner boards. The left window is an 8/8 metal frame single hung sash window and the bay
has a 4/4, 8/8, 4/4 wood double hung sash windows, to the right of that in the porch area is an 8/8 metal
frame single hung sash window. The entry door is side facing and is a modern four raised panel door
with a leaded glass fanlight.

5b. C Storage Building c. 1945
One-story, wood frame storage building with front facing gable roof of corrugated metal panels with
exposed rafter tips. Siding is wood shake matching the house. The entry door is wood with four panels.

6. C 701 Alberta Avenue c. 1940 Ranch

One-story, brick veneer Ranch with side facing gable roof of composition shingles on a brick foundation.
The recessed entry porch has a concrete stoop and steps. Undercut wraparound porch supported on
decorative metal posts with a concrete porch deck. Fagade is four-bays (D-paired, D, W-tripled, W). To
the left of the front door under the porch is a double French door unit with fifteen lights each. To the
right of that is a 4/4, 8/8, 4/4 wood double hung sash window unit with applied louvered shutters.
Further right is an 8/8 wood double hung sash window with applied louvered shutters. The front door is
wood with three stepped lights. The eaves are boxed.

7. C 704 Alberta Avenue c. 1930 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, stucco covered brick Craftsman Bungalow with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
stucco covered foundation. Projecting entry porch with front facing gable supported by decorative metal
posts on a concrete porch deck. Fagade is four-bays (W-paired, W-paired, D, W-paired). Windows are
3/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The front door is a wood panel door with
three lights in a stepped pattern. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips. Side and rear carport addition
with flat roof supported by round metal columns.
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8. C 706 Alberta Avenue c. 1935 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
foundation that is covered with corrugated metal panels. Projecting entry porch with front facing gable
supported by decorative metal posts on a wood porch deck with concrete steps. Fagade is five-bays (W-
tripled, W-paired, D, W-paired, W-paired) with asbestos shingle siding with corner boards. Windows are
2/2 horizontally divided metal frame single hung sash. The window units to the right and left of the entry
porch have shed roofed awnings. The front door is wood with six raised panels behind a metal frame
glass storm door. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

9. NC 707 Alberta Avenue c. 1940

One-story, former Craftsman Bungalow with side facing gable roof of faux slate tiles on a brick
foundation. Projecting entry porch with front facing gable, with triangular wood louvered vent,
supported by paired thin Tuscan columns on a concrete porch deck with concrete steps. Fagade is three-
bay (W-paired, D, W) with asbestos shingle siding. Windows are 9/6 metal frame single hung sash with
applied louvered shutters. Front door is wood with six recessed panels. The eaves are boxed. The house
has been altered with modern windows, porch columns, and faux slate tile roof.

10. C 708 Alberta Avenue c. 1935 Craftsman Bungalow

Projecting eaves with exposed
rafter tips. The carport addition to the right has a shed roof with metal panels supported by round metal

columns.

The front door is metal clad wood with nine lights over two raised
vertical panels. Slight roof projection over the entry door which continues to the carport supported on
decorative metal posts. The eaves are boxed.

Fagade is five-bays (W, W, D, W, W) with brick wainscoting and vinyl siding
above. The windows are modern 6/6 metal frame single hung sash. The entry door is set back from the
metal and glass storm door on the front and is not visible. The eaves are boxed. [Photo # 1]

shingles on a brick pier foundation. Front lower gable over a partially enclosed screened porch supported
by decorative metal posts on half height brick piers. Fagade is two-bay (D, W) with a combination of
wood lap siding and composite lap siding with corner boards. The front door is wood with nine lights
over two vertical panels and the window is a 2/2 horizontally divided metal frame single hung sash.
Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips. Large carport additions with shed roofs supported by metal
poles located to the right. Numerous additions and replacement of original features make this house non-

contributing.

Projecting front facing gable with gable returns over porch entry supported on
tapered wood columns on brick piers with a decorative metal open rail balustrade. Porch deck is wood
with brick steps. Gable has a square wood vent covered in lattice work. Fagade is four-bay (W-paired,
D, W-paired, W) with a combination of asbestos shingle siding and horizontal wood lap siding.

Large one-story, brick veneer contemporary office building with gable on hip roof of asphalt shingles
with widow's walk and ornamental metal open rail balustrade, on a concrete foundation. Large
projecting porte cochere under the front facing gable supported by wood Tuscan columns with a round
wood louvered vent with keystones at the four compass directions in the gable. Main entry under the
porte cochere with a two leaf wood fifteen light door with ten light sidelight and a multiple light arched
transom with a brick solider course lintel with a cast stone keystone.

The windows are steel casement with the one
on the far left having twelve lights, the next one with twenty lights, and the other two with sixteen lights
each. There is a triangular wood louvered vent in the front facing gable. The carport is undercut and is
supported by cast iron columns with a Corinthian capital. The eaves are boxed.

49, NC 604 Broad Street c. 1980

One story, cottage with a hip roof of composition shingles on a brick foundation. Fagade is three-bay
(W-paired, D, W-paired) with a combination of brick veneer and wood panel siding. The windows are
1/1 wood double hung sash and the front door is a metal clad wood with a single light over two vertical
projecting panels. The caves are boxed.

50. C 613 Broad Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with clipped side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
brick pier foundation with brick infill. Projecting front facing clipped gable entry porch roof supported
by brackets. Fagade is four-bay (W-paired, W-paired, D, W-paired) with thin strip horizontal wood lap
siding and corner boards. Windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The
front door is a replacement leaded glass wood door however the sidelights with two vertical lights over a
panel look to be original to the house. Brick end chimney. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.
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51. C 614 Broad Street c. 1895 Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Queen Anne cottage with side facing gable roof of metal panels on a brick pier
foundation. Full width undercut front porch with a front facing pent gable roof projection with diamond
pattern shingle siding defining the entry area. The porch is supported by turned columns with cut
brackets and bases. The porch deck is wood with wood steps. Fagade is seven-bay (W-paired, D, D, W-
paired, W-paired, D, W-paired) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. The windows are 4/4
wood double hung sash. Doors are wood with a single light over three horizontal recessed panels. Brick
end chimney with corbelled brick cap. Rear one-story, wood frame addition with side gable roof of metal
panels, and horizontal wood lap siding with corner boards.

52. C 615 Broad Street c. 1905

One-story, wood frame residence with broken slope pyramidal roof of asphalt shingles on a brick pier
foundation with brick infill. Full width undercut porch with two slight projecting entry areas each with a
front facing gable roof with a rectangular wood louvered vent. The porch is supported by wood Tuscan
columns on a wood porch deck with brick steps and brick sidewalls. The frieze above the columns has
dentil molding. Fagade is six-bay (W, D, W, W, W, W) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner
boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. There is a chamfered
bay projection under the porch. The front door is wood with a single light over three recessed horizontal
panels. Hipped roof dormer with a single light window with applied louvered shutters. The eaves are

boxed.

53. C 619 Broad Street c. 1900 Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame L front Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of asphalt
shingles on a brick pier foundation with brick pier infill. Front projecting porch with hip roof supported
by replacement wood box columns with wood brackets with turned wood balustrade between the
columns. There are two original turned pilasters visible. The porch used to be wraparound and has been
partially enclosed as evidenced by the change in siding. There is a wood porch deck with concrete steps.
Fagade is six-bay (W, W, D, W, W, W) with horizontal wood lap siding with corner boards and flush
board siding under a portion of the porch. Windows are 4/4 wood double hung sash with applied
louvered shutters and storm windows. The entry door is wood with a single light over two recessed
panels. The front projecting gable has pents and a rectangular wood louvered vent. The eaves are boxed.

54. NC 620 Broad Street c. 1980

One-story, brick veneer professional building with cross hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Windows are wood paired single light casements. The entry door is side facing and is single
light wood French door.
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5S. C 701 Broad Street c. 1905 Free Classic Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Free Classic Queen Anne with hip and lower cross gable roof of composition
shingles on a brick foundation. Full width wraparound projecting hip roof porch supported by wood
Tuscan columns on a wood porch deck. Brick steps and brick sidewalls with cast stone caps. Fagade is
five-bay (W, W, W, D, W) with horizontal wood lap siding with corner boards. Windows are 2/2 wood
double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood with leaded glass, matching
sidelights, and transom. Front facing gable has gable returns and a combination of wood panels with fish
scale pattern shingle siding above, and an arched leaded glass light. Front facing clipped gable dormer
with two square single light leaded glass windows. The eaves are boxed.

56. C 703 Broad Street c. 1949

One-story, wood frame residence with side facing gable roof of asbestos shingles on a brick foundation.
Fagade is four-bay (W-paired, D, W-tripled, Porch) with horizontal wood lap siding and no corner
boards. The windows are 6/6 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The front door is
under a small front facing gable and is wood with six recessed panels with a pilaster surround and a blind
arched transom. Front facing gable over the windows to the right of the door with a rectangular wood
louvered vent with an arched panel. The porch is infilled with wood lattice screening. The eaves are

boxed.

57. NC 704 Broad Street c. 1920

Heavily modified one-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a
brick foundation. Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) with vinyl siding. Windows are 9/9 modern metal
frame single hung sash with wood panels below and applied louvered shutters. There is a slight recess
for the front door which is wood with four panels. Hip roof dormer with no windows and sided in vinyl.
The exterior brick chimney has a cast stone cap. According to Sanborn maps the front porch was
originally full width and has since been enclosed. The eaves are boxed.

58. NC 705 Broad Street c. 1935 Tudor Revival

One-story, wood frame Tudor Revival cottage with cross gable roof of asbestos shingles on a brick
foundation. While the form of the house remains true to the original plan the original siding has been
covered, and all of the windows and the front door replaced hurting its integrity. The fagade is four-bay
(W-tripled, W-paired, D, W-paired) with vinyl siding. Windows are 9/6 metal frame single hung sash
with applied paneled shutters. The front door is under an arched recess with its own gable and is a
modern wood door with oval leaded glass light. Brick steps and stoop with a metal rail for the entry area.
Massive exterior stepped chimney with an arched stuccoed panel and cast stone caps at the steps. Front
facing gable with gable returns has an arched louvered vent that is now covered with a panel. The eaves
are boxed. Carport attached to the left and rear with a side gable roof of asphalt shingles.
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59. NC 710 Broad Street c. 1990

One-story, brick veneer office building with broken slope pyramidal roof of asphalt shingles. Full width
undercut porch supported by round metal columns with simplified capitals and bases. Fagade is three-
bay (D, D, D). The entry door is the farthest to the left and the other two are fixed. All are wood with
fifteen lights with angled brick soldier course lintel with a cast stone keystone. The eaves are boxed.

60. C 711 Broad Street c. 1935 Tudor Revival

One-story, wood frame Tudor Revival cottage with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. The asymmetrical front facing gable roof entry projection has a roof extension on the left
side lower than that on the right side. Under the extended slope is an arched window sized opening to the
left side of the arched opening for the entry area. The arched window opening has metal bars and the
arched door opening has an iron gate. Fagade is four-bay (W, Opening, D, D-paired) with thin strip
horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. The window is a Craftsman style wood 9/1 double hung
sash. The front door is also Craftsman style with nine lights over a single panel. To the right of the front
door is a set of paired fifteen light French doors with a small railing in front of the doors. The exterior
side chimney is painted brick and has a metal cap. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips. Shed roof
carport attached to the left and rear with a roof of asphalt shingles and square wood supports with braces.

61. C 716 Broad Street c. 1940 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Facade is four-bay (W-paired, D, W-tripled) with thin strip horizontal wood lap siding with
corner boards. It looks like the porch was originally under cut and has since been enclosed with windows
and the front door. The windows on the far left are 16/8 metal frame and the other windows are 1/1

wood double hung sash with the lower sash much larger than the upper sash and applied louvered
shutters. The front door is metal clad wood with six projecting panels. Brick stop with brick steps and
metal rail. There is a painted brick chimney with metal cap. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips
and knee braces.

62. C 718 Broad Street c. 1946

One-story, wood frame residence with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Projecting entry porch extends from the main slope of the roof and is supported by round metal fluted
columns with simplified capitals and bases on a concrete porch deck with concrete steps. Fagade is
three-bay (W-paired, D, W-paired) with wood shake siding and corner boards. Windows are 6/6 wood
double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood with six recessed panels. Two
front facing gable dormers each with a 6/6 wood double hung sash window. Side facing gable roof
addition to the right side of the house could have been an open carport now enclosed with metal siding.

The eaves are boxed.
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63. C 720 Broad Street c. 1946 Colonial Revival

Two-story, brick Colonial Revival apartment building with side facing gable roof of composition
shingles on a brick foundation. One-story entry porch with front facing gable roof with gable returns
supported on square wood columns with simplified capitals and bases. There is horizontal wood lap
siding in the gable. Facade is five-bay (W-paired, W-tripled, D, W-tripled, W-paired). The paired
windows are 6/6 wood double hung sash and the tripled windows are a combination of 2/2, 8/8, and 2/2
wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with four recessed panels and two lights at the top. The
window pattern repeats on the second floor with the addition of a six light hexagonal wood frame
window over the front door. There is a slight front facing gable over the paired windows on the second
floor with horizontal wood lap siding in the gable. The eaves are boxed.

64. NC 721 Broad Street c. 1960 Ranch

One-story, brick veneer Ranch with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Slight projecting
and undercut partial width entry porch supported by decorative metal posts with a metal balustrade on a
concrete porch deck. Fagade is seven-bay (Carport, W, W, D, W, W, W). Windows are 8/8 metal frame
single hung sash with applied paneled shutters with heart shaped cutout at the top. The front door is
wood with a leaded glass light. The carport is to the left under its own hip roof and supported by slender

metal columns. The eaves are boxed.

65. NC 722 Broad Street c. 1992

Trustmark National Bank
Two-story, brick veneer bank building with flat roof on a concrete foundation. Undercut chamfered
corner entrance with double leaf aluminum frame glass doors with a multiple light transom to the second
floor. Opening for door and transom outlined in solider course brick. Two-story window units with
multiple panes between large brick panels outlined in projecting bricks on the side elevations.

66. C 723 Broad Street c. 1953 Ranch

One-story, brick veneer Ranch with gable on hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Slight
recessed entry undercut. Fagade is five-bay (W, W, W, D, W-tripled). Windows are three light metal
frame hopper style. The tripled window has a single light picture window between the three light
windows and has applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood with three square projecting panels.
Brick stoop with brick steps and metal rail. There is a triangular louvered vent visible in the gable. The

eaves are boxed.
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67. NC 900 Broad Street 1975

Marion County, City of Columbia Public Library
Two-story, brick veneer library with flat roof on a concrete foundation. Fagade is seven-bay (W-paired,
W-paired, W-paired, D-paired, W-paired, W-paired, W-paired). Windows are single light aluminum
frame in a two story arched opening with a panel between the first and second floor. Entry recessed with
a double leaf aluminum frame glass door. Corner concrete pilasters supported a convex concrete cornice.
There are two additional thinner pilasters on the front fagade. Building plaque on wall of recessed entry
has John C. Suffling of Picayune listed as the architect and Leon C. Miles, Inc. of Columbia listed as the

contractor.

68. NC 901 Broad Street c. 1985 Ranch

One-story, brick veneer ranch with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Undercut partial
width entry porch supported by round fluted columns with simplified capitals and bases. Fagade is
seven-bay (Opening, Opening, Opening, W-picture, D, W, W). The picture window has thirty-six lights
and the other windows are 6/6 metal frame single hung sash with wood panels below and surrounded by
applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood with six raised panels. Side facing carport with the
three openings that have metal grillwork inserts. The eaves are boxed.

69. NC 909 Broad Street c. 1980 Ranch

One-story, wood frame Ranch with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Fagade is
six-bay (W, W, D, W, W, Carport) with a combination of brick veneer and horizontal weatherboard
siding. Windows are 6/9 metal frame single hung sash with applied paneled shutters. The front door is
wood with six raised panels. The carport is under the front facing gable roof with a large square opening
on the front wall. The eaves are boxed.

70. C 911 Broad Street c. 1946

Two-story, wood frame residence with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Facade is six-bay (Garage, D, W-paired, W-paired, D, W-tripled) with horizontal wood lap siding and no
corner boards. Windows are 6/6 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The second
floor has four 6/6 wood double hung sash windows with applied louvered shutters. The front door is
located under a slight recess and is covered by a wood louvered outer door with flanking sidelights which
have six lights over a single panel. There is a one-story side addition to the left connected to the front
facing gable garage which has a multiple panel wood garage door. Front facing gable roof porch
projection in the hyphen supported by square wood posts with a wood door with five recessed panels.
Brick end chimney and interior brick chimneys. The eaves are boxed.
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71. C 913 Broad Street c. 1946 Minimal Traditional

One-story, wood frame Minimal Traditional, with Tudor Revival and Colonial Revival details, cross
gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Double front facing gable projection with a
recessed entry in the lower gable and a round window in the upper gable, both have gable returns. The
stepped brick chimney is also on the outer wall of the front facing gable projection. Fagade is seven-bay
(Porch, W, W, D, W, W, W) with horizontal wood lap siding and no corner boards. Windows are 6/6
wood double hung sash with the window to the left of the door arched with the upper sash having a
gothic pattern division for the lights and the lower sash having six lights. The front door is wood with
twelve upper lights and two panels below with four triangular panels below that. The entry for the door
is cased with pilasters and an entablature with a stylized sunburst motif on top of that. Painted brick
curved stoop with brick steps and metal rail. Porch addition to the left side enclosed with steel frame
casement windows. The eaves are boxed.

72. C 1001 Broad Street c. 1950 Colonial Revival

One-story, brick veneer Colonial Revival with side gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Undercut full width front porch supported by fluted round wood columns with capitals and bases on a
brick porch deck with brick steps. Fagade is four-bay (W-tripled, D, W-tripled, W-paired). Windows are
6/6 wood double hung sash over wooden panels with applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood
with six recessed panels, four light over a single recessed panel sidelights, and a segmentally arched
fanlight transom. The eaves are boxed.

73. C 1003 Broad Street c. 1955 Ranch

One-story, wood frame Ranch with cross hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Fagade is
five-bay (Carport, W-paired, W-tripled, D, W-paired) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards.
Windows are 6/6 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. There is a slightly recessed
entry with a wood front door with six recessed panels. The carport is on the left end and supported by

metal columns. The eaves are boxed.

74. C 1005 Broad Street c. 1931 Tudor Revival

One-story, brick Tudor Revival cottage with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. The projecting front entry porch has a front facing gable with stucco and wood timbering.
Arched opening for the entry porch with a brick porch deck and concrete steps with a metal rail. Fagade
is four-bay (W, W, D, Porch). Windows are 9/1 wood double hung sash. The wood front door is arched
with battens and a circular window with nine lights. The porch is undercut and supported by brick piers
with a slightly arched cast stone lintel and base to the porch with soldier brick trim. The exterior front
chimney is partially sloped and has a lower stucco arched panel with two thin vertical; stuccoed panels in
the upper portion of the chimney. Brick arch on the top of the chimney. The eaves are boxed. [Photo #4]
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75. C 1007 Broad Street c. 1948

One-and-a-half story, brick veneer residence with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Projecting partial width porch with flat roof supported by wood paneled columns with an
entablature open rail turned wood balustrade above. Fagade is three-bays (W, D, W). Windows are 6/6
wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters and brick soldier course lintels. The front door is
wood with six recessed panels and a fanlight. Wood surround with flanking pilasters and entablature.
There is an interior brick chimney. The eaves are boxed.

76. C 1009 Broad Street 1937-38 Art Moderne

Columbia High School
Two-story, reinforced concrete, Art Moderne school with flat roof on a concrete foundation. "Four
rectangular pylons and a band of free standing concrete letters reading ‘Columbia High School’,
announce the entrance of this two-story building. At the opposite end of the front facade a deep porch,
defined by curved walls and by four massive round pillars, provides the entrance to the combined
auditorium and gymnasium. Horizontal bands of metal-frame windows race across the facade,
occasionally halted by vertical bands of glass brick or by circular windows" (Gebhard, 1996). The
architecture firm for the school was Overstreet and Town Architects. [Photo #5]

77. NC 1101 Broad Street c. 1998

One-story, metal frame commercial building with front gable roof behind a stuccoed parapet on a
concrete foundation. Fagade is five-bay (W, W, D, W, W) with stucco siding. The sides of the building
are sided in metal panels. The windows are single light aluminum frame and the glass door is aluminum
frame. The facade has a projecting stucco parapet ‘supported’ by half-round pilasters on either end of the
facade.

78. C 1103 Broad Street c. 1950 Minimal Traditional

One-story, wood frame residence turned commercial Minimal Traditional with multiple side gable roofs
of asphalt shingles on a concrete foundation. Undercut front entry porch supported by wood columns
with latticework on a concrete porch deck with concrete steps and a metal rail. Fagade is six-bay (W, W,
W, W-tripled, W, W) with asbestos shingle siding with no corner boards. Windows are all wood double
hung sash with applied paneled shutters and from left to right are 8/8, 3/3, 8/8, 6/6-8/8-6/6, 6/6, 6/6. Side
facing front door is wood with two lights and two panels. The eaves are boxed.

79. NC 1104 Broad Street c. 1978

One-story, former grocery store with a flat roof on a concrete foundation. Main fagade faces Branton
Street rather than Broad Street and is four-bay (W-paired, D-paired, W-tripled, D-garage) with brick
veneer siding and a projecting boxed parapet sided in wood panels. The sides of the building are
concrete block. Windows are aluminum frame plate glass. The entry doors are also aluminum frame
plate glass and have transoms above. The garage door is metal with horizontal panels.
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80. C 1107 Broad Street c. 1940

One-story, brick veneer former service station now converted to retail space with a side facing gable roof
of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Fagade is six-bay (W, D, W, D-covered, D, W). The windows
are plate glass with metal frames and the front door is metal frame glass. The two former garage bays
have been enclosed with horizontal wood lap siding and one has a metal clad wood door with diamond
pattern light over two projecting panels and the other bay has a single light metal frame window.

8l1. C 1110 Broad Street c. 1945 Craftsman Bungalow

One story, brick veneer Craftsman Bungalow with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. The front fagade faces the side instead of the street. The entrance is under the projecting
lower gable of the double gable fagade which is a screened porch supported on square wood columns on
top of a brick half wall. The entry door is wood with six recessed panels. Windows are paired 8/8 wood
double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The eaves are boxed.

82. NC 1113 Broad Street c. 1998

One-story, commercial building with a front facing gable roof of metal panels on a concrete foundation.
The fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) and is covered in brick veneer, the sides of the building are clad in
metal panels. The windows are metal frame with thirty lights and the front door is metal frame glass.

83. C 1114-1116 Broad Street c. 1950

One-story, commercial building with a front facing gable roof of metal panels behind a stepped parapet,
on a concrete foundation. The fagade is eight-bays (W, D, W, D-paired, W-paired, W-paired, W-paired,
W-paired) and is veneered in brick with the sides of the building concrete block. Windows are single
light aluminum frame plate glass. The doors are aluminum frame plate glass. There is a full width flat
projecting metal canopy supported by metal rods.

84a. NC 1117 Broad Street c. 1989
One-story, brick veneer commercial building with metal mansard roof on a concrete foundation.

Projecting mansard roof entry porch supported by brick columns. Fagade is made up of aluminum plate
glass windows with a central entrance door of wood with six panels, sidelights and transom.

84b. NC  Outbuilding c. 2000
Metal clad manufactured home used as an outbuilding with its side to the street. Front facing gable roof

of asphalt shingles faces the street with two 1/1 metal frame single hung sash windows. The entry door
is on the side under a front facing gable dormer.
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85a. C 1118 Broad Street c. 1950

One-story, brick veneer residence with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Projecting entry porch supported by brick columns. There is a wood triangular louvered vent in the
gable. Fagade is six-bay (Porch, W-paired, W-tripled, D, W, W-paired). Windows are 2/2 horizontally
divided wood double hung sash and the front door is wood with six recessed panels. Open porch
supported by brick columns.

85b. C Garage c. 1950

One-story, wood frame garage with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles. The siding is horizontal
wood lap with corner boards. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips. Windows are 2/2 wood double
hung sash and there is a wood slab door.

86. NC 1120 Broad Street c. 1967

Columbia Church of Christ
One-story, wire brush brick religious building with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
concrete foundation. The wood spire is on top of a small octagonal copula. Fagade only has a set of
double leaf wood four panel doors with fanlights under a recessed entry. Windows on the side of the
church are 1/1 metal frame single hung sash. The eaves are boxed.

87a. C 1206 Broad Street c. 1948 Minimal Traditional

One-story, wood frame Minimal Traditional with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Fagade is four-bay (W, W-tripled, D, W) with asbestos shingle siding and corner boards.
Windows are 6/6 metal frame single hung sash with the tripled window with 4/4, 8/8, and 4/4 windows.
The front door is wood with six raised panels with a metal frame glass storm door and a metal awning
above. The front facing gable has a triangular wood louvered vent. The eaves are boxed. Shed roof
carport attached to the right and supported by wood posts.

87b. C Garage c. 1950
Detached one-story, wood frame garage with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles. The siding is
asbestos shingles with corner boards. The cased garage opening is covered with lattice panels.

88a. C 1208 Broad Street c. 1945 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with double front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
concrete block foundation. Front entry porch under the lower gable and supported by wood box columns
on brick piers. Facade is three bay (W-paired, D, W) with asbestos shingle siding and corner boards.
Windows are 6/6 wood double hung sash. The front door is aluminum frame plate glass. Triangular
wood louvered vents in each gable. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.
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88b. C Garage c. 1950

Detached one-story, wood frame garage with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles. The siding is
horizontal weatherboard with corner boards. There are latticework doors in the garage opening.

89. NC 1212 Broad Street c. 1960

One-story, brick veneer L shaped medical facility with flat roof on a concrete foundation. Fagade is
seven-bay (W-paired, D, W-paired, D, W-paired, W-paired, W-paired). Windows are 1/1 metal frame
hoppers with angled brick sills. The windows on the front of the L have panels below and applied
paneled shutters. The front door is wood with six recessed panels and a wood surround. The eaves are

boxed.

90. C 1302 Broad Street c. 1935 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with a side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
pier foundation with brick lattice infill. The facgade is five-bay (W, D, W, W, W) with horizontal wood
lap siding with corner boards. The windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered
shutters. The front door is not visible behind a metal security door. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter

tips.

Chapman Avenue

91. C 602 Chapman Avenue c. 1950 Minimal Traditional

One-story, wood frame Minimal Traditional with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a painted
brick foundation. Projecting entry porch with front facing gable roof supported by round fluted metal
columns on a concrete porch deck with concrete steps. Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) with asbestos
shingle siding and no corner boards. Windows are 8/8 wood double hung sash with applied paneled
shutters and the window not under the porch has a pent metal awning. The front door is wood with six
recessed panels with a metal frame glass storm door. Shed roof carport addition to the right side of the
house supported by wood posts. The eaves are boxed.

92. C 603 Chapman Avenue c. 1955 Ranch

One-story, brick veneer Ranch with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. There is a small
hipped roof projection over the entry supported by decorative metal posts on a concrete porch deck with
concrete steps. Fagade is five-bay (W, D, W-tripled, W, W). Windows are 2/2 horizontally divided
metal frame single hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The window unit to the right of the door
has a picture window between the 2/2 windows. The front door is paneled wood with three horizontal
stepped lights with a wood frame screen door with louvers on the bottom and the screen on the top. The

eaves are boxed.
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93. C 604 Chapman Avenue c. 1950 Ranch

One-story, wood frame Ranch with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
There is a small entry porch with front facing gable roof supported by decorative metal posts on a
concrete porch deck. Fagade is six-bays (W-paired, D, W, D, W, W) with asbestos shingle siding.
Windows are 8/8 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. Front door is wood with four
raised panels with two upper lights. The eaves are boxed. Carport addition to the right supported by

wood posts.

94. C 608 Chapman Avenue c. 1955 Ranch

One-story, brick veneer Ranch with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Small projecting front facing gable roof entry porch supported by decorative metal posts on a concrete
porch deck with concrete steps. Fagade is five-bays (W, W, D, W-tripled, Carport). Windows are 2/2
horizontally divided metal frame single hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The window unit to
the right of the door has a picture window between the 2/2 windows. The front door is wood paneled
with three horizontal upper lights with the middle light longer than the other two. The eaves are boxed.
Undercut carport supported on decorative metal posts resting on a brick half wall.

9s. NC 623 Chapman Avenue c. 1940

One-story, wood frame cottage with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a concrete block foundation.
House has been modified with a relocated entry door, and removal of front windows. Undercut side
screened porch. Fagade is three-bay (D, Porch, W) with horizontal wood lap siding with corner boards.
The window is 2/2 horizontally divided metal frame single hung sash with applied paneled shutters. The
front door is a modern metal clad wood door with nine lights over two vertical raised panels and has a
small projecting canopy. The eaves are boxed.

96. C 624 Chapman Avenue c. 1940

One-story, concrete block garage and office building with double front facing gable roof of asphalt
shingles on a concrete block foundation. Smaller front facing gable projection has entry door and
window. Both gables have board and batten siding. Facade is three-bays (Garage Door, D, W). The
garage door has three parts which are paneled forming a chevron pattern. The entry door is wood with
three vertical lights over three recessed panels. The window to the right of the entry door is boarded.

Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

97. C 625 Chapman Avenue c. 1950

One-story, wood frame cottage with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Small front facing gable roof entry porch supported by wood posts. Fagade is three bays (D, W, W) with
composite lap siding. The windows are 2/2 horizontally divided metal frame single hung sash with
applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood with two lights over four raised panels. Projecting

eaves with exposed rafter tips.
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98. NC 703 Chapman Avenue c. 1950

One-story, wood frame residence with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a foundation which
is covered with the siding. Fagade is three-bays (W-paired, W, D) with composite lap siding and no
corner boards. Windows are 2/2 horizontally divided metal frame single hung sash. The front door is a
wood with six raised panels. There is a rectangular louvered vent in the gable. Projecting eaves with

exposed rafter tips.

Church Street

99. C 318 Church Street c. 1915

One-story, wood frame cottage, converted to a restaurant, with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
brick foundation. Partial width projecting hip roof porch supported by wood Tuscan columns on brick
piers with decorative metal balustrade. Wood porch deck with concrete steps and metal rail. Fagade is
ten-bay (D, W, W, W, D, D, W-tripled). Windows are 6/6 wood double hung sash except for the tripled
window which is a picture window with flanking 2/2 horizontal wood double hung sash windows.
Starting on the left the door is wood with four projecting panels, then a wood door with a single light
over two vertical panels, and the last one a wood door with three vertical lights over three horizontal
recessed panels. The front facing gable has gable returns and brackets under the eaves. The eaves are
boxed. Carport addition to the right side and rear with side facing gable roof and supported by wood
posts on a half-height wall with lattice panels between the posts.

100. C 323 Church Street c. 1920

Two- story, wood frame residence converted into retail space, with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Two-story undercut porch supported by paneled boxed wood columns with glass infill on the
first floor and wood box columns on the second floor with a metal balustrade between. Siding is
horizontal wood lap with corner boards. There are two wood single light French entry doors each with a
sidelight and transom on the first floor. Concrete steps to the entry doors with brick sidewalls. The
original fagade wall is behind the glass porch enclosure and has a central, double leaf wood door and
flanking windows. Second floor has three-bays (D-paired, D-paired, D-paired). The middle door is
double leaf wood with six panels, door surround, and transom with eighteen lights. The flanking doors
are paired French style with five lights over a single panel and applied louvered shutters. Brick end
chimney with brick cap and interior brick chimney. The dormer has a hip roof with two six light
windows. The eaves are boxed.
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101.  NC 328 Church Street c. 1924

One-story, wood frame residence turned office with a gable on hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. The building looks to have been a Craftsman Bungalow which has been heavily modified.
There was most likely a full undercut porch which has been enclosed with brick siding, a door, and
windows. Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) sided in brick veneer. Windows are 9/6 metal frame single
hung sash with sunburst blind arched transoms outlined in soldier course brick and applied louvered
shutters. The front door is wood with eight panels and a sunburst blind segmentally arched transom,
flanking wood panels, and soldier course brick opening outline. Front facing gable has a four light
window in the gable and is sided in horizontal wood lap siding. The eaves are boxed.

102. C 329 Church Street c. 1915 Colonial Revival

Two-story, painted brick veneer Colonial Revival with hip roof of asphalt shingles with ridge caps on a
brick foundation. Fluted wood Tuscan columns with entablature support a projecting entry porch with
barrel vault roof on top of a flat roof. Concrete porch deck with concrete steps and concrete sidewalls.
Fagade is four-bays (W-tripled, D, W-tripled, D-quadrupled). Tripled windows are made up of 6/1, 12/1,
6/1 wood double hung sash windows with applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood with six
recessed panels and sidelights with eight lights over two recessed vertical panels. The second floor has
two 9/1 wood double hung sash windows with applied louvered shutters flanking three wood casement
windows with eight lights joined together over the entry. Two-story porch addition to the right has been
enclosed with twelve lights over raised panel wood French doors with transoms on the first floor. On the
second floor there is a metal rail balustrade with a wall set back with a row of seven light casement
windows. Hip roof dormer with three wood windows with six lights each. Interior painted brick
chimney. The eaves are boxed.

103. C 330 Church Street c. 1947 Colonial Revival

One-story, wood frame Colonial Revival residence converted to commercial with a side facing gable roof
of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Fagade is three-bay (W, D,W) with horizontal wood lap siding
and corner boards. Windows are 9/9 wood double hung sash with operable louvered shutters. Front
entry door is wood with six recessed panels with a wood surround with entablature and cornice with
dentils. Brick stoop with brick steps and metal rail. Two front facing gable dormers filled with wood

louvered vents. The eaves are boxed.
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104, C 338 Church Street c. 1905 Free Classic Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Free Classic Queen Anne cottage converted to an office with hip and lower cross
gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Front projecting partial width hip roof front porch
with central higher shed roof area with large entablature defining the entry. Porch supported by Ionic
columns on a wood porch deck with brick steps and brick sidewalls with cast stone caps. Fagade is four-
bay (WD, W, D, WD) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double
hung sash with two having attached fifteen light wood French doors. Front door is wood with an oval
light, flanking oval sidelights, and transom. Front gable with gable returns and Palladian wood window
unit with the two outer windows filled with a louvered wood vent. The eaves are boxed.

105. C 345 Church Street c. 1905 Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of diamond pattern
asbestos shingles with ridge caps on a brick pier foundation with brick infill. Projecting partial width
wraparound entry porch with metal panel roof supported by wood paneled box columns with capitals and
bases on a wood porch deck with concrete steps between brick sidewalls. Fagade is four-bays (W-
paired, D, W-tripled, D) with vinyl siding. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The front entry
door is wood with six recessed panels with flanking oval light sidelights and transom. Front gable is pent
with decorative brackets with scrollwork and spindles. There is diamond pattern shingle siding in the
gable with a single rectangular light. Shed roof dormer with two louvered vents. The two interior brick
chimneys have corbelled brick caps. The eaves are boxed.

106. C 411 Church Street 1914

First United Methodist Church
Multiple-story, religious building of brick with front gable roof of asphalt shingles with cast stone water
table foundation. Two buttressed towers with cast stone caps on either side of the front fagade each with
battlements and the left one higher with the spire which has slate shingles and is topped with a cross.
Each tower has a double leaf door with three recessed panels with Gothic arch and a segmentally arched
five light transom with soldier course brick lintel and cast stone keystone. Slit window with a single light
quatrefoil cut out with cast stone key stone above each door. Between the towers is a large multiple pane
segmentally arched window with gothic pattern divisions, brick solider course lintel with cast stone key
stone and outlined in cast stone trim. Two smaller 1/1 leaded glass windows to either side of the large
central window. Wood louvered slit vent in the gable which is topped with a cross. The apse end
intersects into a hip roof with exposed rafter tips and gabled louvered vent. Rear addition with hip roof of
asphalt shingles, partial width porch with hip roof, and newer brick.
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107. C 418 Church Street 1910 Free Classic Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Free Classic Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of asphalt
shingles on a brick foundation. A full width hip roof projecting wraparound porch with a central
segmented arch entry under the front facing gable is supported by fluted Ionic columns with entablature.
Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 1/1
wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with a single light over one recessed panel with
matching sidelights and a transom all surrounded by fluted pilasters with an entablature. Front gable
with gable returns and Palladian style window unit with the central window squared instead of arched.
Upper sashes have patterned lights all with entablatures and frieze with bas relief garlands. The gable is
sided with vertical wood panels. There is an interior brick chimney with a corbelled brick cap. The
eaves are boxed. The architect for the house was Henry N. Austin from Jackson, Mississippi.

108. C 419 Church Street c. 1918 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, brick veneer Craftsman Bungalow with side gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Front facing gable roof projecting entry porch supported by wood Tuscan columns and knee
braces. Tiled porch deck with concrete brick steps and brick sidewalls with cast stone caps. Fagade is
four-bay (W-paired, D, W-paired, Porch). Windows are 8/1 wood double hung sash with cast stone sills.
Front door is wood with nine lights. Porch infilled with paired fifteen light French doors with wood
screen doors and flanked on both sides with twelve light casement windows. Two interior brick
chimneys with soldier brick courses. The eaves are boxed.

109a. PL 423 Church Street 1907-1908 Free Classic Queen Anne
Lampton-Thompson-Bourne House
One-and-one-half-story, wood frame Free Classic Queen Anne with hip and cross gable roof of diamond
pattern asbestos shingles, with an open rail crossbuck balustrade widows' walk, on a brick foundation.
Projecting flat roof entry porch connected to a hipped roof wraparound porch supported by Ionic columns
on paneled piers with turned wood spindles in an open rail balustrade. Columns are paired on the entry
porch with an entablature above and a bas relief garland deign in the frieze. Porch deck is wood with
wood steps. Fagade is five-bay (W, W, W, D, W) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards.
Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash with three of them in a bay. The front door is wood with five
lights and recessed panel with bas relief garland. The sidelights have a leaded glass light over a recessed
panel. Transoms are also leaded glass. Wood surround with Corinthian pilasters supporting an
entablature. The front facing gable has a recessed horseshoe arch with diamond pattern shingles and
regular shingles outside of the arch. Palladian window unit in the gable with central 1/1 wood double
hung sash arched light and flanking 1/1 wood double hung sash windows. Each of these three lights has
upper leaded glass light and pilasters that flank the sidelights. The arched central window has a carved
surround and keystone. Interior brick chimney with brick corbelled cap. The eaves are boxed. This
house and outbuildings were listed on the National Register of Historic Places on 11/5/98.
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109b. PL Cottage c. 1908

One-story, wood frame cottage with side facing gable roof of diamond pattern asbestos shingles with
ridge caps on a brick pier foundation. Projecting full width shed roof front porch supported by turned
wood columns with brackets and a turned wood balustrade between. Wood porch deck with wood steps.
The fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. The windows are
1/1 wood double hung sash and the front door is wood with six recessed panels. There is a shed roof
addition to the rear. Exterior brick chimney is located on the right side. The eaves are boxed. On the
1915 Sanborn Fire Insurance map this structure is listed as ‘Servant Ho.’

109¢c. PL Barn c. 1908

One-story, wood frame barn with side facing gable roof of diamond pattern asbestos shingles with ridge
caps on a concrete foundation. Shed roof porch on front supported by wood columns and angled wood
braces. Shed roof rear addition. Siding is horizontal wood lap. The elevation towards the house is
divided into working spaces. At the left is a coal bin behind a door made of siding. Left of center are
double tongue and groove doors into the “buggy garage.” On the right half of the fagade are a sliding
door and a five-panel door, both of which open into the same spaces.

109d. PL Garage c.1915

One-story, wood frame garage with hip roof of asbestos shingles with ridge caps. The garage opening is
filled with two sets of barn doors with each door having four lights over four recessed triangular panels.

The siding is horizontal wood lap siding with corner boards. On the side elevations are 4/4 wood double

hung sash windows.

110. C 426 Church Street c. 1918 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, brick veneer Craftsman Bungalow with side facing gable roof of terra cotta tiles on a brick
foundation. Full width undercut porch supported by brick columns with cast stone capitals and bases.
Entry area is defined by a front facing gable roof. Tiled porch deck with flared terra cotta tile entry steps
with stucco and cast stone sidewalls with metal rail. Facade is three-bay (W-quadrupled, D, W-
quadrupled). Windows are twelve light wood casements with cast stone sills. The front door is wood
with eight recessed panels, leaded glass sidelights and transom. Two gabled dormers with gable returns
and arched wood windows divided into nine lights. The interior brick chimney has a brick cap. The

eaves are boxed.
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11la. C 428 Church Street c. 1920 Craftsman Bungalow

One- story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on painted brick
piers with painted brick infill. Double front facing gable with the entry porch under the lower gable and
supported by brick columns with cast stone caps and decorative metal open rail balustrade mounted atop.
Wood porch deck with concrete steps between concrete walls. Fagade is three-bay (D, W-tripled, W-
tripled) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. The window units are a combination of 6/1,
8/1, and 6/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with fifteen lights. Both gables have
stickwork patterning and projecting brackets. Side facing gable roof carport to the rear and left is
supported by brick columns. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

111b. C Apartment c. 1920

Two-story, wood frame apartment with side hip roof of asphalt shingles on a painted brick foundation.
Shed roof addition to the front of the building. Fagade is two-bay (W-paired, D) with thin strip
horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. The paired windows on the first floor are 6/6 metal frame
single hung sash. The front door is not visible as it is covered with a wood louvered screen door. The
second floor has paired 3/1 wood double hung sash windows. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

112a. C 430 Church Street c. 1920 Craftsman Bungalow

One- story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with pyramidal roof of asphalt shingles on a brick pier
foundation with brick infill. Projecting partial width porch with a flat roof with the entry area is defined
by a hip roof. The porch is supported by tapered wood columns on a wood lap sided half wall. The
porch deck is wood with concrete steps with a brick sidewall with a cast stone cap. Fagade is six-bay
(W-paired, W-paired, D, W, W, W) with horizontal wood lap siding and no corner boards. The paired
windows have thirty-two lights and are wood casements, The other windows are 30/1 wood double hung
sash. The front door is wood with fifty lights. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

112b. C Garage c. 1935
One-story, wood frame garage with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles. Siding is horizontal wood
lap with no corner boards. Garage opening is filled with wood double leaf barn doors with six recessed

panels with diagonal paneling. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.
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113a. C 431 Church Street c. 1903 Free Classic Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Free Classic Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of asbestos
shingles with ridge caps on a brick foundation. Facade is five-bay (W, W, W, D, W) with horizontal
wood lap siding and corner boards. The front projecting hip roof wraparound porch is supported by
Tuscan columns. Wood porch deck with concrete steps. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The
front door is wood with a leaded glass light over a panel with matching sidelights and transom. Front
facing gable is pent with a rectangular wood louvered vent. Underneath the gable the bay has chamfered
corners. Front facing gable dormer with pent and two lights with diagonal cross divisions. The interior
brick chimney has a corbelled brick cap. The eaves are boxed.

113b. C Cottage c. 1910

One-story, wood frame cottage with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Projecting shed roof porch supported by wood posts. Fagade is two-bay (W, D) with horizontal wood lap
siding and corner boards. The window is a 1/1 wood double hung sash and the front door is wood with
four recessed panels and a wood frame screen door. There is a side facing gable roof addition to the left
with a set of fifteen light French doors. The eaves are boxed.

113c. C Garage c. 1935
One-story, wood frame garage with front facing gable roof of corrugated metal panels. Two sets of
paired single panel barn doors. The siding is horizontal wood lap with corner boards.

114a. C 432 Church Street c. 1905 Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame L front Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of asphalt
shingles on a brick foundation. Wraparound partial width porch with hip roof supported by wood box
columns with bases and cut brackets. Fagade is four-bay (W, W-paired, D, W-paired) with horizontal
wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood
with a single light over six recessed panels with carvings. The sidelights have two lights over a panel. A
transom is above the door and sidelights. Front facing gable with pent roof and chamfered corners to the
bay. There are two interior brick chimneys with corbelled brick and cast stone caps. The eaves are

boxed.

114b. NC  Outbuilding c. 2005

One-story, wood frame outbuilding with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a concrete
foundation. Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) with horizontal wood Dutch lap siding and corner boards.
The windows are 1/1 vinyl coated wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with three vertical
lights over three recessed panels with a single two light sidelight to the right. The eaves are boxed.
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115 C 435 Church Street c. 1917

One-story, wood frame residence with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a painted brick pier foundation
with brick infill. The full width front porch is undercut with a projecting wraparound porch addition.
The front porch has paired wood columns with bases and Prairie style capitals on brick half-piers with
cast stone caps, all supporting a stepped entablature. The columns supporting the wraparound porch are
wood with matching capitals and bases although they do not sit on brick piers. The porch deck is wood
with concrete steps surrounded by brick sidewalls with cast stone caps. Fagade is four-bay (W-tripled, D,
W-tripled, D) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung
sash. The front door is wood with a single light over two raised panels and sidelights with two lights
over a single raised panel and a three part transom. Front facing gable dormer with two fixed windows.
The eaves are boxed.

116a. C 436 Church Street c. 1918

One-story, wood frame residence with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Partial width
undercut porch extends to carport. Porch and carport supported by tapered wood columns on half brick
piers with low brick wall serving as a balustrade. Porch deck is wood with concrete steps with
surrounding brick walls with cast stone caps. Fagade is six-bay (W-paired, W, D, W, D, W) with thin
strip horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 9/1 wood double hung sash. The doors
are wood with a single light with pilaster surround over one recessed panel with bas-relief olive wreath.
Both doors have transoms with leaded glass. The hip roof dormer has paired wood windows with two
lights each. Three brick interior chimneys with stone caps. The eaves are boxed. On the Sanborn Fire
Insurance maps this house is listed as the manse for the Presbyterian Church across the street.

116b. C Garage c. 1940

One-story, wood frame garage with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles. Garage opening filled with
horizontal wood lap siding, paired 6/6 wood double hung sash windows, and a wood door with a dingle
light over three horizontal recessed wood panels. There is asbestos shingle siding in the gable.

117. C 500 Church Street 1958 Tudor Revival

Columbia Presbyterian Church
Multiple-story, brick veneer religious building with steeply pitched cross gable roof of asphalt shingles
on a brick foundation. Central castellated bell tower with louvered vents with pointed arches and cast
stone surrounds. Entry in the bell tower with double leaf gothic arched plank doors with decorative iron
hinges and cast stone surround. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash with diamond pattern divisions
and cast stone sills in the sanctuary and 6/6 wood double hung sash windows with stone surrounds on the
rest of the building. Buttresses with cast stone caps on the tower and sanctuary. The eaves are boxed.
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118. C 503 Church Street c. 1918

One-story, wood frame L front cottage with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Projecting wraparound porch with hip roof supported by wood columns on half height brick piers with a
wooden open rail balustrade with turned spindles. The porch deck is wood with concrete steps. Fagade
is seven-bay (D, W, D, W-paired, W, W, W) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards.
Windows are 4/4 wood double hung sash, some with applied louvered shutters. The door to the left is
wood with four recessed panels and the main entry door to the right has a single light transom and is
covered by a wood louvered screen door. Front facing gable with stick work and paneled siding at the
same angle as the roofline. There is a chamfered bay under the gable. Interior brick chimney and end
brick chimney both with metal caps. The eaves are boxed.

119. C 509 Church Street c. 1916

One-story, wood frame cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a painted brick
foundation. Full width undercut front porch supported by wood columns with simplified capitals and
bases on half-height brick piers. Fagade is four-bay (W-paired, D, W-paired, W) with thin strip
horizontal wood lap siding under the porch and wider strip siding on the rest of the house, both have
corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with a single light over
one panel with one sidelight, transom, and a wooden screen door with scrollwork trim. Front facing
gable dormer with two nine light windows. There are two interior painted brick chimneys with corbelled
brick caps. The eaves are boxed.

120. NC 511 Church Street c. 1940

Heavily modified, one-story, wood frame bungalow with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
brick foundation. Fagade is five-bays (Carport, W-tripled, W-tripled, D, W-paired) with vinyl siding.
Windows are craftsman style 9/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with six recessed
panels and a metal screen door. Concrete steps with brick sidewalls with cast stone caps. The carport is
undercut and supported by metal poles. Front facing gable dormer with louvered vent. The eaves are
boxed. It looks as if the front fagade has been altered with the enclosure of possibly an original porch
however all details are covered by the vinyl.

121a. C 512 Church Street c. 1940

One-story, wood frame bungalow with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Projecting front facing gable entry porch supported by wood box columns with bases on a concrete stoop
with a concrete step. Fagade is three-bay (W-tripled, D, W-tripled) with vinyl siding. Windows are
Craftsman style 9/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood with
nine lights over a single panel. There are two front facing gable dormers with siding in the gable. The
interior chimney is stuccoed and has a metal cap. Shed roof carport addition to the right and rear

supported by metal columns.
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121b. C Garage c. 1940

One-story, wood frame garage with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles. Horizontal wood lap
siding and corner boards. Garage opening filled with two sliding doors with twelve lights over two
panels with a Chevron pattern. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

122. C 515 Church Street c. 1905 Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of diamond pattern
asbestos shingles on a brick foundation. Projecting hip roof wraparound porch supported by turned
wood columns with a turned wood balustrade. Wood porch deck with a set of concrete steps with turned
wood rails on each side of the porch. Fagade is six-bay (W, W, D, W,W, D) with horizontal wood lap
siding and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash. Both doors are Queen Anne in style
with a single light with pilaster surround over a single recessed panel. Two light transoms over both
doors. Front facing gable has gable returns and a triangular wood louvered vent in the gable. There are
three interior brick chimneys with brick corbelling. The eaves are boxed.

123. C 516 Church Street c. 1946

One-story, wood frame residence with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Projecting entry porch with front facing gable roof supported by wood box columns with simplified
capitals and bases with a board and batten frieze. The porch deck is wood with concrete steps. The left
side of the porch roof extends lower to the ground than the other side over an enclosed addition. The
facade is three-bay (W-paired, D, W-paired) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. The
windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash. The front modern door is wood with an oval leaded light over
a recessed panel. The eaves are boxed.

124. C 601 Church Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with side gable roof of asbestos shingles with ridge caps on
a brick pier foundation with brick infill. Projecting entry porch with front facing gable roof with knee
braces and supported by wood box columns with simplified capitals and bases with a paneled frieze.
Fagade is three-bay (W-tripled, D, W-paired) with thin strip horizontal wood lap siding and corner
boards. Windows are 4/4 wood double hung sash. There are two interior brick chimneys with corbelled
caps. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips. An addition to the right side looks to be an enclosed
porch.
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125, C 602 Church Street c. 1905 Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
brick foundation. Projecting hip roof wraparound porch supported by wood box columns with a turned
wood balustrade. The porch deck is wood. Fagade is five-bay (D, W, D, W, W) with horizontal wood
lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The left door opening is paneled
and the entry door is wood with a single light over three recessed horizontal panels. Front facing gable
with gable returns, fish scale pattern shingle siding, and an octagonal wood louvered vent. The interior
brick chimney has brick corbelling. The eaves are boxed.

126a. C 606 Church Street c. 1905 Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of metal panels on a
brick foundation. Undercut wraparound porch supported by round fluted metal columns. Wood porch
deck with brick steps and brick sidewalls with cast stone caps. Front facing gable over the entry area for
the porch with a panel in the gable. Fagade is four-bay (W, W, D, W) with horizontal wood lap siding
and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with a single light
over three horizontal recessed panels. Front facing gable roof with gable returns and diamond pattern
shingle siding. Front facing gable dormer with pent roof and paired 1/1 lights with diamond pattern
divisions in the upper sash.

126b. NC Apartment c. 1980

One-story, wood frame apartment building with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a concrete

foundation. Projecting front facing gable roof entry porch supported by wood posts. Fagade is two-bay

with one fixed window and a wood nine light over three panel wood door with a metal frame storm door.
Siding is made up of panels.

126c. NC Storage Building c. 1980
One-story, wood frame storage building with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a concrete
foundation. Horizontal composition lap siding and corner boards. Five metal clad wood doors with six

raised panels.

127. C 607 Church Street c. 1950

One-story, wood frame residence with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Front
projecting hip roof entry porch supported by wood posts. Fagade is four-bay (W, W, D, W) with brick
veneer wainscot with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards above. The windows are 6/6 wood
double hung sash. The front door is wood with three stepped lights. Carport is undercut and supported

by thin metal poles.
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128. C 610 Church Street c. 1947 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with hip and front gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
painted brick foundation. Full width undercut front porch supported by brick columns. Wood porch
deck with concrete steps and brick sidewalls. Fagade is three-bay (D-paired, W-quintupled, W-tripled)
with thin strip horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash.
The front door is a set of ten light French doors. Front facing gable roof has wood paneling in the gable.
Hip roof dormer with paired 3/1 wood double hung sash windows. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter
tips.

129. C 611 Church Street c. 1955 Ranch

One-story, brick veneer Ranch with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Front projecting
hip roof entry porch supported on decorative metal posts. Concrete porch deck and steps. Fagade is
four-bay (Carport, W-tripled, D, W-paired). The tripled window has a single light picture window in the
center flanked by 2/2 horizontally divided wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The
paired window has two 2/2 wood double hung sash windows with applied louvered shutters. The front
door is wood with six panels and three lights. The carport is undercut and is supported by decorative
metal posts. The eaves are boxed.

130. C 615 Church Street c. 1947

One-story, brick veneer residence with gable on hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Fagade is at least three-bay (W, W, D) as it is partially covered by large bushes making it difficult to see
the fagade. The windows are 8/8 wood double hung sash with angled brick sills. The front door is wood
with six recessed panels and a four light fanlight and a metal frame screen door. Sidelights with two
lights over a single raised panel surround the door. Brick entry stoop. Front facing pent gable with a
circular window with four lights and horizontal wood lap siding in the gable. The eaves are boxed.

131. C 700 Church Street c. 1926 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with cross gable and double front gable roof of asphalt
shingles on a brick foundation. The entry porch is under the lower front facing gable roof supported by
turned wood columns with turned wood balustrade. There is a slight arched wood louvered vent in the
gable. Porch deck is wood with concrete steps and surrounding stepped low brick wall. Fagade is three-
bay (W-paired, D, W-paired) with thin strip horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are
3/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood with three vertical
lights over a single panel. The tapered exterior brick chimney has a metal cap. Projecting eaves with

exposed rafter tips.
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132. C 701 Church Street c. 1905 Free Classic Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Free Classic Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of asphalt
shingles on a brick foundation. There is a projecting wraparound porch with hip roof and front facing
gable roof defining the entry. Porch is supported by Ionic columns on a wood porch deck with concrete
steps. Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are
1/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with six panels with a transom. Front facing gable
with gable returns and a 1/1 wood double hung sash window in the gable with projecting cornice with
dentils. Front facing gable dormer with pent roof and Queen Anne style window with multiple lights
over a single light wood double hung sash. Three interior brick chimneys with brick corbelled caps. The

eaves are boxed.

133. C 703 Church Street c. 1905 Free Classic Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame L shaped Free Classic Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of
asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Projecting wraparound hip roof porch is supported by Ionic
columns, with no bases, an entablature and cornice with dentils. Concrete porch deck with brick steps.
Fagade is six-bay (W, W, D, W, W, W) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are
1/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with a single light over a recessed panel and a single
light transom above. Front facing pent gable with a two light sliding window in the gable and chamfered
corners under the gable. Front facing gable dormer with paired 4/4 metal frame single hung sash
windows. The eaves are boxed.

134. C 704 Church Street c. 1920

One-story, wood frame residence with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Partial width undercut front porch supported by paired wood box columns on brick bases with square
wood balustrade between. Wood porch deck with concrete steps surrounded by stepped brick sidewalls
with cast stone caps. Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) with brick wainscoting and thin strip horizontal
wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered
shutters. The smaller upper sash has thirteen leaded divisions. The front door is wood with a single
upper light over two recessed panels. Shed roof dormer with two wood windows each with a single light.
Interior brick chimney with metal cap. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

135. C 705 Church Street c. 1910

One-story, wood frame religious building converted into retail space with front facing gable roof of
asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) with horizontal wood lap siding
and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash with a 1/1 wood double hung sash window
above with the top sash gothic arched. The central tower has a hip roof, pointed arch louvered vent,
pointed arch window divided into eight frosted lights, and a central wood fifteen light French door.
Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips. Formerly the Holy Trinity Catholic Church.
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136. C 706 Church Street c. 1906 Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame L shaped Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of asphalt
shingles on a brick foundation. Projecting hip roof porch which used to be a wraparound porch is now
partially enclosed with siding and window along with a screened portion. The unenclosed portion of the
porch is supported by a turned column with brackets. Wood porch deck with concrete steps. The fagade
is four-bay (W-paired, W, D, W-paired) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows
are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with a single light over three recessed panels and
a transom. Front facing gable with returns. The eaves are boxed.

137. NC 707 Church Street c. 1946

Modified, one-story, wood frame bungalow with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. The front facing gable roof projecting porch has been enclosed with siding, door, and
windows. The fagade is five-bay (W-paired, W-paired, D, W-paired, Carport) with horizontal wood lap
siding and corner boards. The first set of paired windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash and the other
windows are 1/] metal frame single hung sash. The front door is wood with three panels and an outer
metal frame glass storm door. The addition of a carport to the front of the house disrupts the historic
integrity. The carport is supported by wood posts and a decorative metal post. Projecting eaves with
exposed rafter tips and boxed eaves around the infilled porch and carport.

138. C 709 Church Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with double front gable on hip roof of asphalt shingles on a
brick pier foundation. Front porch under the lower front facing gable and was formerly full width and
has since been partially enclosed with windows and siding. The porch is supported by boxed wood
columns with capitals and base on brick half piers with cast stone caps. The porch deck is wood with
concrete steps. Facade is four-bay (W, D,W, Porch-Infilled) with asbestos shingle siding. Windows are
3/1 wood double hung sash and those in the enclosed porch are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The front
door is wood with four vertical lights over three recessed panels. Rectangular wood louvered vent in the
upper gable. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

139. C 710 Church Street c. 1905 Free Classic Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Free Classic Queen Anne with hip and lower cross gable roof of asphalt shingles
on a brick pier foundation with brick infill. Projecting hip roof wraparound porch supported by lonic
columns on a wood porch deck with concrete steps. Fagade is five-bay (D, W, D, W, W) with vinyl
siding. Windows are 2/2 wood double hung sash. The door to the left is wood with a single glass light
over two recessed panels and a transom. The front entry door is wood with a single light over a raised
panel with sidelights and transom. The front facing gable has gable returns. The eaves are boxed.
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140. C 711 Church Street ¢. 1905 Free Classic Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame L shaped Free Classic Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of
asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Projecting hip roof entry porch supported by Corinthian columns.
Porch deck is wood with concrete steps. Facade is six-bay (W, W, D, W, W, W) with horizontal wood
lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with a
leaded glass light and transom. The front facing pent gable has a Queen Anne style wood window in the
gable and chamfered corners to the bay underneath. The front facing pent gable dormer has a single light
fixed window. The eaves are boxed.

141. C 712 Church Street c. 1949

One-story, brick veneer residence with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Front facing gable entry porch supported by round wood columns. Segmented arch and horizontal wood
lap siding in the gable. The brick porch deck has brick steps. Fagade is three-bay (W-paired, D, W-
paired). Windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with six raised panels and a
metal frame glass storm door. The eaves are boxed.

142. C 713 Church Street c. 1905 Free Classic Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame L shaped Free Classic Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of
asphalt shingles on a brick pier foundation with brick infill. Projecting hip roof wraparound porch
supported by lonic columns on a wood porch deck with brick steps. Fagade is six-bay (W, W, D, W, W,
W) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The
front door is wood Queen Anne style with a single glass light over a recessed panel and transom. The
front facing gable has pent gable returns with a single light wood window in the gable and chamfered
corners to the bay underneath. The front facing pent gable dormer has a single light fixed window. The
eaves are boxed.

143a. C 714 Church Street c. 1950

One-story, brick veneer residence with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
There is a flat roof projecting entry canopy over a concrete stoop. Front facing gable roof projection
with a triangular wood louvered vent in the gable. Fagade is five-bay (Carport, W-paired, W-paired, D,
W-paired). Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash with cast stone sills. The front door is board and
batten with a single small upper central light. The front exterior brick chimney has a single angled step
close to the top. The undercut carport is supported by brick columns. The eaves are boxed.

143b. C Outbuilding c. 1940

One-story, wood frame outbuilding with hip roof of asphalt shingles. Front facing gable projecting entry
porch supported by wood columns. Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) with asbestos shingle siding. The
windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash and the door is wood with three vertical lights over three
recessed horizontal panels. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.
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144, NC 715 Church Street c. 1960

One-story, brick veneer cottage with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Partial width
undercut entry porch supported by decorative metal posts with metal rail balustrade between. Fagade is
three-bay (W, D, W-paired). Windows are 6/6 metal frame single hung sash with decorative burglar bars
and applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood with three stepped lights and a decorative burglar
door. The eaves are boxed.

145. NC 716 Church Street c. 1925

Heavily modified, one-story, brick veneer residence, converted into a church, with a hip roof of asphalt
shingles on a brick foundation. Front projecting shed roof porch has been enclosed with brick, siding,
doors and windows. Facade is three-bay (W-paired, D-paired, W-paired). The windows are 6/6 metal
frame single hung sash. There is a double leaf wood single light glass entry doors with paneled
sidelights. Composite lap siding has been infilled between the brick columns of the former front porch.
Front facing gable dormer with wood frame single light window. The eaves are boxed.

146. C 719 Church Street c. 1928 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with gable on hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Undercut full width front porch supported by brick columns. Concrete porch deck with
concrete steps. Facgade is three-bay (W, D, W-paired) with thin strip horizontal wood lap siding and
corner boards. The single window is a 12/12 metal frame single hung sash and the paired windows are
9/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with a single panel. In the gable there is a wood
louvered vent. The eaves are boxed.

147. C 721 Church Street c. 1928 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
pier foundation. Fagade is four-bay (W, W, D, W) with weatherboard lap siding. The window to the far
left is a small nine light Craftsman style window. The next window is also nine light Craftsman style but
much larger and functioning as a picture window. The last window is a sixteen light metal frame picture
window. The front door is metal clad wood with nine lights over two raised vertical panels. Brick stoop
with stepped brick steps and metal rails. Front facing gable dormer with a rectangular wood louvered
vent. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

148a. C 725 Church Street c. 1927

One-story, wood frame bungalow with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Front facing
gable roof entry porch supported by wood box columns and screened. Vent in gable covered by a panel.
Wood porch deck with stepped brick steps. Fagade is four-bay (W, D, W, W) with horizontal wood lap
siding and corner boards. Windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The
front door is wood with three vertical lights over three horizontal recessed panels.
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148b. C Shed c. 1940

One-story, wood frame shed with front gable roof of asphalt shingles and weatherboard siding.

149. NC 726 Church Street c. 1978 Ranch

One-story, brick veneer Ranch with side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Roof line projects over the entry area and is supported by wood posts and brackets with a square wood
balustrade between. Fagade is five-bay (Carport, W-paired, D, W, W). Windows are 1/1 metal frame
single hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The front door is metal clad wood with six raised panel.
Undercut carport supported by wood posts. The eaves are boxed.

150. NC 800 Church Street c. 1968 Ranch

One-story, brick veneer Ranch with hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation. Front entry porch
is undercut and supported by a decorative metal post. Facade is two-bay (W-paired, W-tripled). The
paired window is 2/2 horizontally divided metal frame single hung sash and the tripled window has a
single light picture window between 2/2 horizontally divided metal frame single hung sash windows.
The front door is side facing and is wood with three stepped lights and a wood panel screen door.
Carport is undercut and supported by metal columns. The eaves are boxed.

151. C 801 Church Street c. 1905 Queen Anne

One-story, wood frame Queen Anne cottage with hip and lower cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
brick pier foundation. Projecting partial width shed rood front porch supported by boxed wood columns
with a 2x4 railing. Porch deck is wood with concrete steps. Fagade is four-bay (W, D, W, W) with
horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 1/1 wood double hung sash. The front door
is a modern metal clad wood door with six raised panels. Front facing gable has a rectangular louvered
vent in the gable. Below the gable and under the porch is a chamfered bay projection with the front door
on the front of the projection and windows on the sides. The eaves are boxed.

152. C 804 Church Street c. 1946

One-story, stucco-clad bungalow with double front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a stucco
foundation. The entry porch is under the higher gable and is supported by two large arched openings.
Concrete porch deck with concrete steps. Fagade is three-bay (W-paired, D, W-tripled). Windows are
6/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The front door is metal clad wood with six
raised panels. There is a rectangular louvered vent in the upper gable.
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153. NC 805 Church Street c. 1945

Modified one-story, wood frame bungalow with cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Double front facing gable with the entry porch under the lower gable and supported by
paired wood box columns with simplified capitals and bases on a wood porch deck with concrete steps.
There is a square wood balustrade between the columns. Fagade is three-bay (W-paired, D, W-paired)
with asbestos shingle siding. The window on the left is a 2/2 horizontally divided metal frame single
hung sash and the one on the left is a 9/6 metal frame single hung sash. The front door is wood with six
recessed panels. In the gable is a triangular louvered vent. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.
The size and style of the new windows alters the historic appearance of the house.

154. C 806 Church Street c. 1928

One-story, wood frame bungalow with hip and cross gable roof of asphalt shingles on brick pier
foundation with brick infill. Front facing gable projection with gable returns and the entry door.
Concrete steps with low brick sidewalls with cast stone caps. Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W). Windows
are 4/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The front door is modern metal clad wood
with a leaded light over two raised vertical panels. Door surround with entablature and a blind arched
transom above with sunburst motif. The eaves are boxed.

155. NC 807 Church Street c. 1927

Modified, one-story, wood frame bungalow with hip on side facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
brick foundation. Gable front projecting entry canopy supported by a single knee brace over a concrete
stoop with concrete steps. Fagade is four-bay (W, D, W-tripled, Carport) with vinyl siding. Windows
are 1/1 metal frame single hung sash with single window having a metal pent awning. The front door is
wood with three stepped lights. Front exterior brick chimney with corbelled cap and header brick course
on flared base. Large side facing gable roof carport attached to the house and supported on metal
columns. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips. The change in windows and the addition of the large
carport nearly two-thirds the width of the house changes the historic appearance.

156. C 900 Church Street c. 1940 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with cross gable roof with metal panels on a brick
foundation. The front fagade of the house faces Park Avenue with the side facing Church Street. The
front fagade has a projecting gable front entry porch supported by tapered wood columns on half height
brick piers with cast stone caps. The facade is four-bay (D, W-paired, W-paired, W-paired) with
horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. The windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash with applied
louvered shutters. The front door is wood with four panels and a fanlight. Projecting eaves with exposed

rafter tips and knee braces.
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157. C 901 Church Street c. 1946 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with clipped double front facing gable roof of asphalt
shingles on a brick foundation. Partial width undercut entry porch under the lower gable supported by a
tapered wood columns on a half height brick piers with a square wood balustrade. Fagade is three-bay
(W, D, W) with weatherboard lap siding and no corner boards. The left window is 1/1 wood double
hung sash with applied louvered shutters and the right window is a three light hopper metal frame
window with a wood panel below and applied louvered shutters. The front door is wood a single glass
light over three recessed horizontal panels. Both gables have louvered vents. The eaves are boxed.

158. NC 902 Church Street c. 1946
Former two-story, wood frame garage apartment that has recently burned. The roof is missing along with
a portion of the back wall. The windows on the second floor were also destroyed in the fire.

159. C 903 Church Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, brick Craftsman Bungalow with gable on hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Full width undercut porch supported by brick columns with corbelled brick capitals. The porch deck is
concrete with concrete steps surrounded by low brick walls with cast stone caps. Fagade is three-bay (W,
D, W). Windows are 4/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with four vertical lights over
three recessed panels. There is a rectangular louvered vent in the gable. Projecting eaves with exposed

rafter tips.

160. C 904 Church Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow duplex with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
brick foundation. Full width undercut front porch supported by tapered wood columns on half height
brick piers with cast stone caps. Porch deck is wood with concrete steps. Fagade is four-bay (W, D, D,
W) with thin strip horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. Windows are 3/1 wood double hung
sash with applied louvered shutters. The front doors are wood with three vertical lights over three
recessed panels. There is a rectangular louvered vent in the gable. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter
tips. Side facing gable roof carport attached to the rear and right supported by metal columns.

161. NC 906 Church Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

Modified, one-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on
a brick foundation. Shed roof, partial width front porch supported by wood posts with square wood
balustrade. The porch deck is wood with a concrete step. Fagade is three-bay (W, D, W) with vinyl
siding. The left window is a 1/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The right
window is a 3/1 wood double hung sash with applied louvered shutters. The front door is metal clad
wood with nine lights over two raised vertical panels. The gable is sided in plywood panels and has a
vinyl octagonal louvered vent. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips. The proportions of the porch
greatly change the historic character of the house.
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162. C 908 Church Street c. 1946

Two-story, wood frame apartment with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Small front facing gable roof canopy over the front door and concrete stoop is supported by knee braces.
Fagade is three-bay on the first floor (W, D, W) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards.
Windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash. The second floor has two sets of paired 3/1 wood double hung
sash windows with applied board shutters. The front door is wood with three vertical lights over three
recessed horizontal panels and a metal screen door. There is a rectangular louvered vent in the gable.
The exterior stair to the right leads to the second floor landing which is a shed roof addition with a door.

163. NC 909 Church Street c. 1960

One-story, brick veneer bungalow with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a brick foundation.
Full width undercut porch supported by decorative metal posts on a concrete slab. Fagade is three-bay
(W, D, W-paired). The left window is a 6/6 metal frame single hung sash with applied louvered shutters
and the right paired window is made up of two 9/6 metal frame single hung sash windows. The front
door is wood with six panels and a metal frame screen door. The eaves are boxed.

164. C 911 Church Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, painted brick Craftsman Bungalow with gable on hip roof of metal panels on a brick
foundation. Full width undercut porch supported by slender wood Tuscan columns on half height brick
piers with cast stone caps. Fagade is four-bay (W, D, D, W-paired). Windows are 4/1 wood double hung
sash. The front doors are metal clad wood with nine lights over two vertical raised panels. There is a
rectangular louvered vent in the gable. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

165. C 913 Church Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, brick veneer frame Craftsman Bungalow with gable on hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick
foundation. Full width front porch has been partially enclosed with siding and windows. The remaining
porch is supported by decorative metal posts on half height brick piers with cast stone caps. Wood porch
deck with concrete steps surrounded by low brick walls with cast stone caps. Fagade is three-bay (W-
paired, D, W). Windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash. The front door is wood with three stepped
lights. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

166. C 915 Church Street c. 1928

One-story, wood frame cottage with pyramidal roof of asphalt shingles on a brick pier foundation with
concrete block infill. Projecting partial width shed roof front porch supported by decorative metal posts.
Fagade is four-bay (W-paired, D, D, W-paired) with horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards.
Windows are 3/1 wood double hung sash. The left door is wood with a single glass light and wood
screen door. The door on the right is metal clad wood with nine lights over two raised vertical panels.
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167. NC 999 Church Street c. 1980

One-story, brick store/gas station building with front facing gable roof of metal panels. The windows are
aluminum plate glass along with the entry doors. Undercut front porch supported by tapered steel
supports. Gas pumps under shed roof supported by metal columns.

168. C 1000 Church Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with cross gable roof of diamond pattern asbestos shingles.
Front facing gable roof projecting porch has been enclosed with windows and a door. Fagade is two-bay
(W-paired, Porch) with thin strip horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards. The windows are 1/1
wood double hung sash. The porch is enclosed with jalousie windows and a front door with jalousie
glass and a transom. Metal panels are below the windows. Large tapered piers supporting the porch still
visible. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

169. C 1001 Church Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with front facing gable roof of asphalt shingles on a
stuccoed pier foundation. Full width undercut porch supported by wood posts grouped on stucco-clad
half height piers with cast stone caps with an open rail wood balustrade. Wood porch deck. Facade is
three-bay (W-paired, D, W-paired) with thin strip horizontal wood lap siding and corner boards.
Windows are 9/1 wood double hung sash Craftsman style. The front door is also Craftsman style with
nine lights. Openwork truss is in the gable. Projecting eaves with exposed rafter tips.

170. C 1004 Church Street c. 1927 Craftsman Bungalow

One-story, wood frame Craftsman Bungalow with gable on hip roof of asphalt shingles on a brick pier
